The Terrible Hniniiliiy, 


BOSTON, June 28 —Today's weather 


was the hottest of any June day since 
the weather bureau was established, but 
cne official maximum temperature of 
ninety-seven degrees does not begin to 
indicate the extreme heat, which ranged 
from one hundred to one hundred anti 
five in the shade. Twenty cases of 
prostration were reported during the 
day, of which two were fatal. In addi 
tion to these, an Italian died at the 
Massachusetts General hospital, this 
morning, who was taken there as one 
of Thursday's victims. Sixteen suffer 
ers from exhaustion were treated at tbe 
various hospitals and sent later to theu 
homes. 
Two were treated at police 


stations and went home soon afterward. 
In mapy places exposed directly to the 
sun's rays, work was suspended daring 
a part of the day, or the casualcy list 
would have been lengthen-ed.

NKW YORK, Juue 28.—New Yorkers 


today expenenseci the hottest woatnor 
of tho yeur, tho uflioiul thermometer 
registering ninety-twn degrees in the 
shade at four o'clock this afternoon, 
while street bulbs wont to one hnodretl 
and the humidity was sixty-four. In 
Greater New York, there were eight 
deaths and fifty cases of exhaustion. 
Of tho deaths, five were in Manhattan, 
two in the Bronx and one in Brooklyn. 
In Jersey City and nearby New Jersey 
towns, there were twenty-five cases of 
prostration, but no deaths.

. S. Department of Agriculture 


Gives Result of Observation. 


Following is the report from New 


Eugland for tbe past week: 


Crops iiare continued to improve and 


niaka good growth. Late planting has 
been practically finished, and hoeing 
has begnc in nearly all parts of the 
section. 
While many hoed crops con- 


tinue backward they are now making 
rapid growth, aud with favorable con 
Jitions will make up a good portion ol 
the growth lost earlier in the season. 
Although the ground was becoming dry 
in many places it is now in excellent 
condition as a result of tho general 
ahowers of the 20th aud 21st. 


Corn is generally- in much better con 


lition. 
While most 
correspondents 


otate that it is small and backward Jo- 
the season, it is making good growth 
•md has improved greatly ia color. 
Early platted corn has been hoed; lt*te 
planted corn promises well. 
In Con 


uecticut a large acreage of fodder crops 
will be planted. Bye and oats are look- 
ing well, except in Connecticut, where 
oats are rusting badly. 


Early grass is being cut in nearly all 


parts of the section and haying will be- 
come general during the coming week 
dome correspondents state that the hay 
crop will be tbe largest for years, others 
that it will bo less than expected and 
that many fields are thin. 
Pasturage 


continues excellent and cat'lc are do 
ing well. 


Reports of the conditions of apples 


continue unfavorable. In Maine ap- 
ples have blighted and dropped, and 
nearly all correspondents throughout 
the section state that the crop will be 
light. Other fruits continue to promise 
well, except that iu parts 
of New 


Hampshire pears have blighted, and in 
jonueotitut where strawberries have 
jeen injured by the dry weather of the 
,iast two weeks. The correspondent in 
Airfield county, Conn , states tbat in 
that section strawberries have stopped 
growing and slinvaled up. In Massa 
ohusetts strawberry picking has com- 
menced, the crop being large and if 
fine quality, Fire worms are working 
on cranberry bogs in Plymouth county 
Mass , but in general caterpitlera acd 
other worms are few. 


All vegetable crops have improved 


aud ruede good growth, though still 
more or less backward for tbe season. 
Reports ou potatoes vary greatly, but 
in general tbis crop is now doing well; 
early potatoes aro blossomipg in nearly 
all parts of tbe section. 
All corn- 


apoudents state that potato bugs are 
unusually numerous, and in some in 
stances have caused considerable dam- 
age to tomato plants. Squash bugs are 
also very destructive. 


Portsmouth has a remarkably large 


number of secret societies, and every- 
one of these societies seems to be in a 
flourishing condition. 
It is surprising 


what an important part these fraternal 
organizations play in our social life; 
one whose opportunities for observation 
along this line have been limited can 
have no idea what an immense influence 
they have, nor to what an extent they 
control tho daily lives of their members.

putting salt on n dove's tail is n sure rule 
for catching the dove, so this gradual and 
ea«y opening and closing of the eyes in 
rbythin. with quiet, natural breathing, 
wbcn once secured, is almost equivalent 
to dropping off to sleep.

It produces and calls attention to certain 
sensations in the eyes and eyelids which 
are tlie normal precursors of sleep. Final- 
ly, persons who have had difficulty in go- 
in? to'slfep and stayi-ig asleep, report 
that this method puts them to sleep, and 
puts them back aijain when they wake up 
too soon. — Outlook.

BIG WORDS. 


S«metlM«« They Come Hamir «« 


Tkoie Who Kaow Them. - 


"I do not like big words as a nroal 


thing, but occasionally they are a gr«at 
convenience, for they are great savers of 
space and time," remarked a gentleman 
who occasionally breaks into a magazine 
with a heavy weight "By multiplying 
the prefixes or sandwiching la tha frac- 
tion of the root of some word here and 
there a combination can be arranged that 
will convey in a single word and at a sin- 
gle glance an idea that ordinarily it would 
take a multiplicity of words to convey. 
For this reason medical jurisprudence 
and scientific literature generally are rich 
with what is regarded as a rare and ex- 
traordinary vocabulary. 


"Yet there are but few words used in 


any of the branches of science whicfc a 
mere novice in language could not under- 
stand if he would but analyze the combi- 
nation and think for a moment of the 
deiivative fragments which are to be 
found. Sometimes the word may string 
out over half a line in an ordinary news- 
paper column, but an examination of it 
•will show that, even independent of the 
context, one may easily understand It if 
one will but reflect for a moment upon 
the fragments of other simpler words 
which are preserved in the combination. 


I had an amazing experience once with 


a big word, and incidentally the use of it 
profited me in a small way. I had blazed 
out on the negro problem, and in a dis- 
cussion of the mental status of tbe negro 
I h&d occasion to refer to the popular be- 
lief among negroes ia a material heaven 
and urged in trry contention that the ne- 
gro race was a primitive race; that even 
his conception of a deity had not yet un- 
dergone the processes of deanthropomor- 
phization. The word struck me because 
of its convenience and expressiveness, 
conveying as it does an idea that could 
scarcely be conveyed by anything less 
than a dozen words. 


"There was a lean, cadaverous bill col- 


lector tvho walked in my shadow on pay 
day. 
He walked into the office, with n 


copy of my article in his hand. 'Excuse 
me,' he said, 'but me and my wife read 
your article on the negro question, and, 
being southerners, we indorse all ypu 
sny. But there is one thing about it,' he 
continued timidly, 'which we do not un- 
derstand, and since we have failed to 
find the word in the dictionary I though 
I would ask you what it meant • 


"I did not know exactly what he was 


driving at and thought at first he wa 
joking mo. 
He pointed out the wort 


'dennthropomorphizatiou.' I picked it to 
pieces for him in sections, and he smiiec 
blandly and in his embarrassment forgo 
to present the bill which he had been 
trying to collect, and never after that dii 
he dun me. 


"But it taught me n more serious Ics 


son. for I honestly believe that whateve 
merit theio was in my article was los 
on that couple because of the intense in- 
teie'.t and ottiious concern which centered 
In the word which they did not under- 
stand. 1 have not used the word since, 
and, while it muy bo a convenience in lit- 
erary construction, I believe I would 
rather spoil the idea out in smaller char 
actors."—New Orleans Times-Democrat.

| mud in its mouth, which doubtless is true, 


but they ought to explain that owing to 


i the peculiar construction of its throat 


I larger bodies are prevented from passing 


into the stomach, which is not true. No 
amount 01 letterpress will persuade a 
Land's End fisherman that a gray mullet 
cannot or does not eat seaweed. He is 
convinced from, a lifelong observation of 
its habits that it does, and the fact that 
the fish's stomach is often found full of 
seaweed proves that the fisherman is 
right. Fishes which undoubtedly catch 
and swallow living prey are wont on oc- 
casion to treat themselves to a dish of 
vegetables. I assisted at the post mortem 
examination of a bream which contained, 
in addition to a crab, large helpings of 
two kinds of seaweed in different stages 
of digestion. 


But doubtless it is a fact that fishes 


live for the most part on animal diet, and 
it is obvious that this must consist large- 
ly of some other class than their own. If 
fishes ate fishes only, the race would soon 
become extinct. Fortunately the sea is 
full of life, and for those which cannot or 
will not eat seaweed there are worms in- 
numerable, 
jellyfishes, 
starfishes 
and 


sea urchins, the great host living in shells, 
from the oyster to tbe periwinkle and the 
limpet, crabs and all other kindred, and 
lastly other fishes. The appetite must be 
capricious indeed which cannot find some- 
thing to tempt it among all this vast ar- 
ray. — Newport News-Herald.

Cloned Pnirea. 


Library rules ordinarily forbid t'ae re 


mo\nl of valuable books and engravings 
from the premises, so that there is trou- 
ble in obtaining photogiaphic copies of 
pictures or plates, the introduction of ar- 
tificial light or even of a carnpra being 
commonly prohibited. A method of get 
ting over this difficulty which has been 
tried recently with success is to coot a 
piece of cardboard with a phosphorescent 
substance and, after sufficient exposure 
to the gun, place it at the back of tho 
pioturo to be leproduced. Then (suppos- 
ing thnt the picture is in a book)1 a dry 
plate is put against the face of it, and 
the volume is closed. This can be man- 
aged very easily by manipulating the-thy 
plate under a cloth that covers the book. 


The dry plate is allowed to remain from 


IS to GO minutes, according to the na- 
ture nnd thickness of the paper. Tlion it 
is withdrawn, under the cloth ns before, 
and put into a dark box for subsequent 
development. It is stated by tho invont- 
or of this process that if films are used 
instead of dry j^ates a large number of 
copies of different engrnviugs in the same 
book may be mnrlo nt the same time.— 
Saturday Evening Post. 


I.llncii Are Imported. 


The common lilac, which is known to 


botanists as Syringa vulgaris, has been in 
cultivation for over 300 years, and its na- 
tive home is ssid to be on the mountain- 
ous regions of central Europe, from Pied- 
mont to Hungary, whence it was intro- 
duced to cultivation in 1507. 


Botanists recognize about 12 species of

James Bowie, famous by reason of th« 


world renowned kuife called by his name, 
vi a> born in Burke county, Ga., in 1790 
In 3S<>2 bis father emigrated to Lotiisi 
ana. That country was then still undel 
French domiuation. 
There liad been 


large tracts of land granted by tht 
French crown in the territory named fot 
Loins XIV, and one of these, in the par- 
Kh of Catahonla, was acquired by the 
elder Bowie. 
He was a man of sub- 


stance, owning nearly 100 glares. He 
soon had his estate opened out and wis 
growing superb c^ops of cotton and corn 
His son James he sent first to a famous 
private school at Natchez, Miss., and aft- 
erward 10 the Jesuit college, then locat- 
ed in New Orleans. 


James Bowie in 1827 was challenged to 


a duel with Norris Wright. The pocket 
pistols of that day -were uncertain. 
It 


was long before the percussion cop had 
been brought into common use, and tht 
flintlock arm was the only firearm known. 
It was liable to-miss fire just when 5t 
ought not to. Bowie determined to relj 
upon a knife he had caused to be made 
for just such a contingency. 
He had 


takeu a 14 inch file, such as was then 
used to sharpen crosscut saws and the 
upright saws used for turning out planks 
from logs. He had the file marks care- 
fully ground off the file and the smooth 
piece of steel skillfully reduced by tht 
grindstone until it was about the thick- 
ness and weight he desired. 
Then h» 


took it to a Spaniard in New Orleans 
known as "Pedro, the skilled cutler," a 
man who had learned bis art in Toledo, 
where the finest sword blades in all Spain 
were forged. He tempered and finished 
the knife, fitted it with a crosspiece and 
haft. When it was done, James Bowie 
had a weapon "fit to fight for a man's lif« 
with." as he «aid to Governor Wells. It 
was beautifully balanced, and the artist 
had hollow ground it like a razor, witL 
a double edge for three or four inches 
from the point. 


The knife was fitted with a wooden 


scabbard, covered with leather, and was 
sharp enough to shave the hair off the 
back of one's band. This was the orig 
inal bowie knife, though it was some- 
what modified subsequently in shape. 


Natchez island, where the fight was tc 


be, was midway between the Louisiana 
and Mississippi shores of the great Fa 
ther of Waters. Therefore it was a fa- 
vorite meeting place for gentlemen who 
had to adjust affairs that might have a 
fatal ending, as the authorities of neithei 
state could interfere. 


It was understood that each of the 


principals should have but one friend 
and certainly not more than two, on the 
ground. But Mr. Wright had five or sis 
present. The fight began with pistols 
One of Bowie's missed fire, while both o 
Wright's toot effect upon his antagonist. 


Thinking he had Bowie at his mercy 


Norris Wright sprang upon him. In a 
moment Bowie had drawn his deadly 
knife, and, though two or three o 
Wright's friends were Shooting at him 
and hitting him, too, Bowie made on 
a\vful slash at Wright's neck. The ketn 
steel hit into the very neckbone. Th 
blood shot out over Bowie, and Norii 
Wright was dead before he touched th 
ground. 


Seriously wounded himself, it was fo 


some time a very doubtful questio 
whether or not he would ever get wel 
But youth, a temperate life and an ex 
cellent constitution finally brought him 
around, and in a year from that time h 
killed General Grain with the same knif 
he had used in his first encounter. "Th 
knife doesn't miss fire," he said to an in 
timate friend, Sir. Bynum of the paris 
of Rapides. "The pistol does." 


James Bowie was engaged in the pn 


chase and contest of claims for grea 
tracts of land that had been granta mad 
by the French crown. When Louisian 
was ceded to the United States and fina 
ly became a state, there was a good dea 
of trouble on this account over some o 
the titles to land along the Red river am 
Its tributaries. A man often had to fig! 
for his plantation, as frequently he won 
not give it up to somebody with an o 
French or Spanish grnnt. 
It was 


these contests that James Bowie did th 
most of his killing. He had 16 lives o 
his hands from tl.e use of that on 
knife. After much consideration he ha( 
made a kniTe that has been the mod 
and pattern for all tho real bowie knive 
that ever had the sanction of their ori 
inntor. 


In 1835 Colonel Bowie sold his Lo 


isinna property and went to Texas. Tl 
Lone Star State was in the throes of 
bloody revolution. The gallant resistan 
of the Texaus so exasperated Genera 
Snnta Anno, -who was chief in commant 
of the Mexican forces, that he swore 1 
would tnke no more prisoners. 
Whe 


Bowie arrived in Texas, he was at on 
made a colonel of riflemen in the army 
Texas. 


In January, 1SS6, Colonel Bowie w 


ordered to San Antonio de Bexar to a 
sist in holding that place against San 
Anna's coming forces. 
The siege rn 


along until March, when San Antoni 
trusting in the pledged word of honor o 
Santa Anna, wi'.h a starved out garriso 
surrendered. 
A general massacre too 


place. Travis, Crockett and Bowie we 
murdered in cold blood, a stain on Gen- 
crnl Snnta Anna's memory that time can 
never blot out. Colonel Bowie was bad- 
ly wounded three times and was In P 
room of the main work of the place called 
the Alamo. He opposed tho surrender aa 
long as was possible. 


He wna lying on his bed when he heard 


the triumphant Mexicans coming in. It 
was the first hint ho had had of the sur- 
render. He knew his life was ended. lie 
could, however, move about a little. The 
instant the Mexicans came Into the room 
they began shooting nt him. He grasped 
his knife and leaped among them like nn 
enraged tiger. And when the Ining end- 
ed sir of his enemies had crossed th« 
Styx with Jnmcs Bowie and gone with 
him to the shades.—Washington Post,

the San Gabriel valley may be taken as 
an example—the lizards are subjected to 
a winter and summer every 24 hours. 
There is no snow, the days are bright 
and beautiful, resembling a cool eastern 
sitnimer. and insect life does not disap- 
pear. All winter I have found lizards 
basking in the sun on these bright days, 
but as the winter day wears on and 4 
o'clock approaches there is a very mate- 
rial change—a strange chill that Affects 
reptilian life at once." It is their winter,- 
aud just as the easteru lizard 'creeps 
down into the earth for shelter and en- 
ters its winter sleep, so this California 
lizard crawls out of sight beneath rocks, 
into crevices or under the bark of trees 
and enters what is the equivalent of a 
state 01! coma. 
It seems to shrivel, be- 


comes seemingly intensely cold,'- often 
stretches out its entire leujrfh aud lies, to 
all intents and purposes, dead and life- 
ess,' iu this wny passing the night until 
9 or 10 o'clock in the morning, when the 
•ays of the sun slowly bring it back to 
iCe. 


This curious night coma is, so far as 


appearances go. identical with the winter 
sleep of eastern lizards. The functions 
are in abeyance for the time and life is 
at its lowest ebb. 
In observing these 


sleepers 1 have found them by turning 
over the piles of stones early in the tnorn- 
ng aud have often found a row of them, 
imp, cold and apparently dead, lying in 
the "sun, to watch the gradual return to 
ife. 
It came very gradually, those liz- 


ards placed on their backs first showing 


of life by a nuivering of the limbs, 


which were then drawn up. 
Then the 


ig tail would move, nu<l finnlly the little 


sleeper would clumsily roll over into an 
upriglit position, and as the direct rays 
of t,he sun struck and warmed it into -life 
ts eyes vonld grow brighter, aud snd- 
lenly. as if touched by some magic wand, 
ts head 
would be 
lifted 
high, 
the 


blue broanplrue sleomed iu the light, 
and with an .nir of astonishment and 
tlurm this sWper, nvr.ikened. would dash 
over the ground and escape, once more a 
iving crealure. a type of activity, a 
menace; to insect life. Every night in tho 
California winter this occurs, and the 
condition can easily be superinduced by 
subjecting tbn animals to artificial cold. 
The bears in southern California are 
found abroad at all times, while in the 
northern part of the state and in (he-east 
they enter into a complete state of hi- 
bernation, going into their winter sleep 
well conditioned and fat. evidently living 
oa the latter until spring, when they 
emerge lean and ugly. 


The change in color of animals at the 


approach of the winter season is one oC 
the remarkable features of lift 
1. 
The 


ermine, as an example, ami several oth- 
ers assume a white coat, the cliango be- 
ing a protective feature. The ptarmigan 
has a similar habit, a change which ren- 
ders it inconspicuous to its various en- 
emies. 


At the approach, of winter the birds, 


perhaps.' present the most remarkable 
spectacle. 
'With some few exceptions 


they move'1 away from 
the conditions 


which threntonrd them, and in what is 
popularly called tlie departure and return 
cf the birds we contemplate n wonderful 
migration, in which the highest instinct 
of self preservation appears to have been 
developed. The birds of the coast hrcvo a 
definite line of migration: tho shore line 
at this time constitutes n bird highway, 
over which tens of thousands are passing 
—in the autumn to the south, where there 
is a food supply; in ihe spring to the 
north, to the lields they know so well, 
and the nestiirg places where the young 
are to be raised. Much of this migration 
is carried on nt night high in air, and 
during storms myriads of birds are often 
contused and killed by dashing blindly 
into the lighrlvouses that mark the high- 
wny. 


On the Pflcific coast tho coast range 


and Sierra Nevada mountains constitute 
a well defined line of travel. In southern 
California the flight of cranes and geese 
nlong this pathway Is a reniftrknblo sight. 
The birds, especially the cranes, cover 
long distances 
by 
soaring, gradually 


reaching within ritle shot of the ground, 
then they stop and begin a spiral move- 
ment, turning in graceful curves. Hash- 
ing like silver dollars In the sunlight as 
they turu mid disappear, rising ever high- 
er until they are a mile or more above 
the valley, or above the summit of the 
Sierra Madre; then, as though at the 
command of the leader, they turn, and in 
long lines sour a wny with remnrknblo 
velocity, literally sliding down Uio hill, 
covering six or eight miles or more be- 
fore the maneuver is repented.

The birds arc 
in the south—Florida, Cuba and even 
South America; the reptiles are housed 
underground; insect life Ims been destroy- 
ed or is hibernating and will ?pring into 
life in l!ie apring.
